BUGENE Davidson's thesia seems 
to be that the judgment at Nurem- 
berg envisioned a world at peace, 
d on collective security, and 
that, instead, we have a divided 
world in which all the acts (wars 
of aggression, war crimes and crimes 
t humanity) condemned at Nu- 
ramberg have abounded so as to 
make the period following World 
War Il one of the bloodiest in 
world history. 

According to the author, this con- 
tinuum of violence proves the “fal- 

of Nuremberg,” a trial which 
“attempted to... reduce the immemo- 
rial problems to 8. formula without 
content.” He continues: “Its doc- 
trine bore only the vaguest relation- 
ship to the actual behaviour of 
states in the past, present and, no 
doubt, the future.” 

In this context, Hugene Davidson 
diseusses six sets of post-Nuremberg 
conflicts in which the judgment at 
Nuremberg exerted no restraining 
influence: ths YFrench-British  at- 
tempt to use force in 1956 to re- 

control over the Suez Canal; 
the French-Algerian War; the wars 
‘hetwean the Arab states and Israel; 
the wars in Indochina (rench-Viet- 
nam and Amerlean-Vietnam); and 
the Russian intervention in Hun- 

in 1956 and in Czechoslovakia 
In 1968, It took a great deal of 


judicious winnowing to compress” 


within 240 pages the essential facets 
of these conflicts. For this David- 
son Is to ba applauded. 


Davidson, it should be added, 
presents not only the background, 
dramatig personae, strategy, and re- 
sults of each conflict but through 
undiaguised frony also reveals who, 
fn his judgment, are the saints and 
the sinners, Guided by what he 
regards as the iron moral code 
forged at Nuremberg, he caila the 
shorilve attempt by the British and 
the French to reverse ‘by force the 
nationalization of the Suez as “a 
orime against peace.” He gives fall- 
ing les to all sides in the 
French-Algerlan War and the Indo- 
china wars. And, of course, the 
Ruslana are black 85 night for 
their invasions of Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia, All in all, the book 
shows that Davidson is on the side 
of God and not doing PR work for

The book’s virtues do not, how- 
ever, make It easier to assimilate 
the author’g thesis that the Nurem- 
berg judgment necessarily envision- 
ed the kind of world he describes 
or his reaction to the trial itself. 
Granted that a Henry Stimson and 
a Walter Lippman and a host of 
jurists, scholars, and writers hailed 
the judgment as 8 ‘landmark in 
law" and as important as the Mag- 
na Carta and the Bill of Rights. 
But anyone who believed that 'Nu- 
remberg would write fitis to aggres- 
sive war, war crimes and crime 
againat humanity — that 15, that Nu- 
remberg' would provide the alchemy 
that the Briand-Kellog Peace Pact of 
1928 did not accomplish — won the 
right to ‘be disappointed. After all, 
disappointment Js not too heavy 8 
price to pay for naivete. 

Yet one who maintains that Nu- 
remberg was invested with a fallacy 
must elther quarrel with the trial,

dock — Goerlng, brilliant in parry- 
ing with defence counsel but con- 
temptuous of the trial; Jew-baiter 
Streicher, ever munching on apples, 
in deliberate disrespect of the court; 
Rosenberg, Frank and Kaltenbrun- 
ner, sullen and defiant; and all ob- 
viously offended that the Allied 
Powers had the hutzpa to try them 
for merely following “superior or- 
ders" — I could not banish from 
my mind the question: Why should 
these men receive the benefit of an 
institution intended to safeguard the 
righta of civilized man? But, Ike 
others, I finally accepted ali the 
panoply of the trial (as I did the 
Bichmann trial), not as a device to 
assess the innocence or guilt of the 
accused but to put on record for 
the benefit of posterity the extent 
of the depravity of the defendants. 

What is most distressing about 
the book is that Davidson seems to 
cavil at Nuremberg not because of 
post-Nuremberg events nor because 
It disappointed humanity's expecta- 
tions, but, rather, because he thinks 
the trial should not have been held 
(without suggesting an alternative 


5 treatment of the defendants). Thus, 


he inveighs against Nuremberg on 
the ground that it was 8 trial of 
vanquished brought before the 
courts of the victors; that it held 
men criminally responsible for their 
“pollbical (8161) malefactions,” 
while other figures in history, such 
as Napoleon and Kaiser Wilheim qT, 
were not held similarly accountable 
in their days; end that the trial 
took cognizance of only one coun- 
and that the Soviet Union was 
not held culpable for the Stalin- 
Hitler pact or for Russian'’a com- 
plclty in the division of Poland; or 
Italy, for its invasion of France and 


reece. 

‘All of this is a replay of the 
argumenta presented before, during 
and immediately following the trial,’ 
and the author's polemics are not 
relieved or balanced by an expo- 
sition of the erguments which met 
these objections and which Zinelly 


prevailed.

Admittedly, it is the function, if 
not the duty, of ‘the historian to re- 
evaluate the past, based on newly 
uncovered facts and newly acquired 
insight and to dispel the legends and 
the myths that build around his- 
tory'’s events. Yet, T find it astonish- 
ing that at this date, when humanity 
ia still convulsed over the bilght of 
Nazism — over ita ultimate blas- 
phemy --- Davidson should exhume 
the issue of the legality of the trial, 
aa though its legality or non-legatity 
had the alighest relevance to the 
human drama enacted at Nurem- 
berg: the human family desperately 
seeking to purge itself of the un- 
gpeakable evil that had descended 
upon it and that came perilously 
close to destroying it. 


THE PART of the trial that seems 
to trend most heavily on the auth- 
or’a sensibilities is that which 
branded aggressive war aa 8. crime. 
Davidson calla this a crime ‘din 
embryo” and one incapable of de- 
finition, and he elaborates: “Along 
with crimes that every legal code 
in the civilized world regarded os 
punishable, it (the trial) stigmatized 
as the chief crime, aggression — 
which should perhaps be a crime 
in a better world but had no legal 
basis as such in this one.” The 
answer to ‘thia bit of legalistic 
equeamishnesa is one the author 
himself provides, It is an observation 
ascribed to the French jurist Hu- 
gene Aroneanu: “How to define ag- 
gression? A person who waa asied 
to define an elephant answered: T 
don't know how to define an ale- 
phant, but I know that it is some- 
thing ‘big’.” . 


SURELY THERE have been ware of 
aggression since Nuremberg which 
went unpunished, But the war un- 
leashed by men in the dock and the 
price it exacted of humanity — 80 
million dead, including those metho- 
dically murdered in the death 
camps and by the Hiisatagruppen 
— was “something big,” too big for 
humanity to ignore, 

Manifestly, the only way toavoid 


war crimes, crimies against hu- 
manity and acts of aggression ig 
to avoid war. What are the pro- 
aspects of this happening? A very 
Penkimistlo view was expressed by 
Prince Andrew's father ("War and 
Peace’), whose prescription for 
ending war is to drain men's veins 
of their blood and replace it with 
water. A more optimistic view may 
be reasoned from a speech by Her- 
mocrates, the Syracusan, reported 
by Thucydides: “That war 15 an 
evil jis a proposition so familiar 
to everyone that it should be 
tedious to develop it. No one Is 
foreed to engage in it by ignor- 
ance, or kept out of It by fear if 
he fancies there ia anything to be 
gained by it” 

Perhaps, with the proliferation of 
ever more destructive weapons, 
sheer fear of the price of war will 
result in the practical, if not con- 
sensual, outlawry of war, in spite 
‘of the foscination that war helds 
for man, One of the fringe bencfits 
of the effective outlawry of war 
would be the dissipation of David- 
son's concern that the principles of 
Nuremberg are not invoked to pun- 
ish other offenders,

lousness of the Allled powers in 
rejecting all proposals to help; the 
successful fight put up by the 
Danes and the Bulgarians to res- 
cus their Jewish countrymen, οἷς. 
Be prepared to weep at porta of 
the book. All of it will leave you 
speechless, and when you have re- 
coverad your compésure you will 
ask yourself: How could they 
have sunk so low aa to have done 
this and how could the: world have 
permitted it to happen?

Ramut Gan Nations] Park. What's 
morc, it sure beats the smelly, 
cramped Tel Aviv Zoo. 

To speak of zooy iy the easiest 
way lo upset the directur of the 
Ramat Gun complex, Mr. Zvi 
Kirmir, His Safari Park ig “not 
n zuo, han nothing in common 
with {i save for animals, and 
should not be compared with one 
in any way," he is very quick 
to stress. And the difference is 
hot merely in the cages. There 
are plenty of modern 200g around 
the globe which do nat keep the 
animals behind bars and which 
create the ‘Ilusion of natura) 
surroundings. 

“Here the whole exporience is 
different," Mr, Kirmir explains. 
“The animals are not on display 
for people to walk around and 
raze at. Here a genuine effort was 
made to recreate a bit of natura 
and not a picture-postcard im- 
Itation, As in a real game re- 
verve, you must travel around 
and look for the animala, Not 
exch and every one of our 260 
park-mates will oblige every time 
& var passes, It may take several 
trips around bofore you can sce 
all the animals," 

Lest we get ahead of our- 
selves, it should first be made 
elear that the major difference 
between a zoo and ἃ safari park 
ἐν that in the former, the animals 
are kept captive in small cages 
or enclosures, whereas in the 
latter thoy wander around freely 
over the park area, They lead 
ἃ natural oxilatence, save that 
they don't have to fend for them- 
sélves and engage in the dail: 
struggles which only the fittes 
survive, And, they get the addil-

RAMAT GAN provides the new 
brand of pseudo-safarl that has 
become the vogue all over the 
‘United States and Europe in 
imitaHion of the classic African 
‘hunting expedition.

Shrewd designers in Hurope 
and America have outlined safari 
parks peared more te tho needs 
of the visitor than to those of 
tho animals inhabiting them.

He admits, beverltheless, that 
the Ramat Gan Municipality 
which, with several private he- 
nefactora, footed the bill for tho 
enterprise, expects it to he 
profit-making. 

“The idea was not to provide 


the public with ἃ circug or 
another zoo, but to recreate, as 
far as we could within our limit- 
ed land reserves, a bit of the 
African savannah, and everything 
here {s indeed authentic, Except 
fo- a few donkeys for the kids 
to play with, all the animals 
are in fact from East Africa and 
were caught for us by the 
Kenyan hunter, Carr Hartley. 

So many Isrneli children 
no longer even know what 
a horse looks like, let alone 
other animals, We can cither 
give up and reconcile ourseives 
ta technological progress or we 
ean try to re-create little islands 
of nature amid the asphalt. 
That's what this park is all 
about — and it will be here 
long after we are gone.” 


THAT MAY BE, but to make 
sure that the prediction is ful- 
fUled, one foolhardy and some- 
tlmes dangerous predatory animal 
— better known as the common 
fsraell schwitzer or local show- 
off — must be curbed. Mr, Kir. 
mir may be proud of his Safari 
Park, and he may have made 
other park directors envious, but 
certainly not of his public.
